The Restriction Requirement of January 23, 2009, has been carefully 
reviewed, and in view of the following remarks, reconsideration and allowance of the 
pending claims are respectfully requested. 

In the Restriction Requirement mailed January 23, 2009, the Examiner 
identified three inventions forming three groups, from which restriction to a single 
group was required. 

In response to this Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects the invention of 
Group 1 , i.e., claims 46-49, drawn to a water distribution system, without traverse. 
As noted by the Examiner, claims 40-45 also appear to be generic to the elected 
invention and thus claims 40-49 are presented for examination.
